The Landau Cabinet Co. of Tower

whose rates increased more than 10 
per ‘cent under the November schedule 
of the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co., requested M. L. Holman, the light- 
ing company’s expert, to show: how, on 
the basis of its bilis, the smal! consumer 
is, “on the whole, the greatest benefi- 
ciary.’’ 

Mr. Holman declined to make the ex- 
planation, except at his regular rates for 
services as a consulting engineer. 

The Landau Cabinet Co.’s old contract 
expired March 9, and its new contract 
went into effect the same date. The 
last bill rendered under the old con- 
tract was for 139 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity, consumed between Feb. 6 and 
March 9, for which the company paid, 
net, $7.17. 

The first bill under the new contract 
covered service from March 9 until April 
7. In that time 75 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity were consumed and the bil! called 
for $7.95 

Less Service Larger Bill. 

The cabinet company’s bill was 78 
cepts more under the new contract for 
64 kilowatt hours’ less service than it 
Was under the old contract. 

The cabinet company: had the regular 
old schedule rate. It was charged 12 
cents a kilowatt: hour for the first 10 
kilowatt hours, 10 cents for the next 10, 
7 cents for the next 20, and 4 cents for 
the @xcess service. 

As the company had been getting its 
electricity under the old schedule at ap- 
proximately 6 cents a kilowatt hour and 
is now paying from 10% toll cents for 
the service, A. Landau, the president, 
was somewhat curious to know how Mr.

District Attorney in Illinois 
Files 31 Informations 
Against Them. 





United States District Attorney 
Northcott of Springfield, Ill., has filed 
31 informations in the United States 
District Court there, press dispatches 
say, charging dairymen with shipping 
“adulterated’’ milk from Illinois into 
Missouri. 

The milk when ingepected by Govern- 
ment men, was found to be diluted with 
water and below the standard in butter 
fat. 

The inspection was made during the 
latter part of last winter, at the request 
of St. Louis city officials, but secrecy 
was maintained about it until two 
weeks ago. 

Inspectors Got Samples. 

Government inspectors who were sent 
here were aided by St. Louis milk deal- 
ers, who felt they were being cheated 
in the quality of milk théey—received. 
They arranged for the inspector to-ride 
on trains bearing milk, 
samples from cans consigned to 
Louis from Illinois. 

When the samples bearing the 
name of the shipper and consignee, 
were analyzed at Washington, they 
were found almost invariably to be di- 
luted with water.

John Schroers, secretary and general 
manager of the German-American Press 
Association, owner of the Abend An- 
zeiger and the Westliche Post, refused 
to defend the excessive bid of the Abend 
Anzeiger for the city printing before the 
Council Committee on Ways and Means 
Tuesday afternoon 

Schroers had been summoned by Act- 
ing Chairman W. H. Hauschulte to ex- 
plain why the Abend Anzeiger, which 
has the minimum circulation, is justified 
in bidding 7 cents a line for over 375,- 
000 lines of city printing, when it sells 
its space to merchant advertisers taking 
100,000 lines for from 3 to 4 cents. 

And why the Abend Anzeiger asked an 
increase of from: 5.75 cents a line (the 
contract rate last year) to 7 cents a Sine, 
when the Star and Chronicle, which has 
much more circulation, bid 2.8 cents a 
line for the same advertising, against 
the Republic’s contract rate of last year 
of 2.90 cents a line. 


“Dignity” Keeps Him Silent. 


Mr. Schroers refused to explain. He 
stood on his dignity and would not give 
any reason for the excessive price his 
combine of German papers demanas. 

John A. Peitzmier, business manager 
of the Amerika, a German newspaper, 
had testified that his paper was not 
equipped to handle the city printing, 
but if it could secure a two or three 
years’ contract, his company would be 
willing to put in the necessary equip- 
ment. A one-year contract, even at his 
bid price of 10 cents a line, would not 
justify the purchase pf needed ma- 
chinery. On a three-year contract he 
thought he might be able to bid as low 
as 6 cents a line. His company only had 
bid to prevent anyone saying that the 
Amerika has not the minimum daily 
circulation of 3000, which the city char- 
ter requires of bidders. He denied that his 
paper was in a combine with the West- 
liche Post and the Abend Anzeiger. 


Afraid He’s Being ‘‘Made a Fool Of.” 


Then Mr. Hauschulte went into the 
hall and brought in Mr. Schroers. As 
chairman of the committee Mr. Hau- 
schulte asked Mr. Schroers to explain 
the bid of the Abend Anzieger. ‘‘We 
would be glad to hear from you what 
you have to say about the increase in 
the price of German printing.’’ 

“Mr. Chairman,” said the secretary 
and general manager of the German- 
Association, “I come 
here on your invitation to give you any 
information I may have, but you must, 
excuse me if I decline to be a witness 
to be cross-examined and made a fool 
of by outsiders. I will meet with the 
committee and you can ask me any 
questions, but I cannot in justice to my 
dignity, be a witness in a public meet- 
ing, where everybody is admitted.’’ 

“Do I understand that you object to 
the presence of reporters?’’ asked 
Councilman Crunden. “It is our cus- 
tom to admit a reporter from each pa- 
per to all hearings. They sit here qulet- 
ly and take no part in the proceedings. 
You do not object to that?’’ 

Refuses to Talk in Public. 


“As I said, Mr. Crunden, I cannot 
with dignity subject myself to be a 
witness in public,”’ said Mr. Schroers. 
“I will give the committee all the in- 
formation I have but not in public. I 


§ | cannot with dignity do that.” 


“Do you object to the presence of re- 
porters from other newspapers or to 
questions from them?’’ asked Council- 
man Ewing. “Only members of the 
Council question witnesses here.”’ 

Mr. Schroers repeated his speech on 
his dignity. 

Councilman Crunden suggested that 
the chairman ask all persons save 
councilmen and newspaper men to leave 
the room. There were no persons pres- 
ent who did not fall under one of these 
classifications and the chairman said 
nothings 

“Why do yeu object to the presence of 
newspaper reporters?’ asked Council- 
man Lambert. 

“Because it is beneath my dignity to 
discuss my business in public,” said 
Mr. Schroers. ‘I do not come here to 
be made a fool of. I came here on 
the invitation of the Committee To 
the Committee I will give information. 
But I cannot with dignity’’— 


Cold Water on Dignity. 

“Your dignity doesn’t appeal to me a 
little bit,” said Councilman Crunden. 
“It isn’t a question of dignity. It’s a 
question of 7 cents a line. It’s a plain 
business proposition. It looks to me like 
you've got a soft thing and intend to 
hold on to it.” 

“IT am glad those are your words, not 
mine,”’ said Mr. Schroers, with freezing 
dignity. 

“What does that mean?’’ asked Coun- 
cilman Crunden, unabashed. 

“If we exclude all persons except re- 
porters—and it always has been our 
custom to admit repdérters 
meeting—would you testify?’ 
Councilman Fitzsimmons. 

Mr. Schroers’ suavity had vanished. 

“No!” he snapped. “It is not digni- 
fied to ask me to testify in public. 
To the Committee, yes, -I will give 
them all information as a matter of 
courtesy to the Committee. I yill not 
be put on trial in public.” 

“As the gentleman has so much dig- 
nity that we can tearn nothing from 
him, I move we adjourn,” said Coun- 
cilman Lambert. 

“Meeting’s adjourned,” said Chair- 
man Hauschulte, in evident disgust.

OF LIMITATION 


Lawyer Kills is Himself on Sev- 
entieth Birthday, Leaving 
Thoughtful Essay. 





“TIME-EXPIRED MAN” 





“Bugle Has Sounded ‘Lights 
Out,’ ”’ He Writes, Then 
Lies Down to Die. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 3.—For Andrew Bev- 
ans, a retired lawyer, life’s statute of 
limitations expired on his seventieth 
birthday, and he committed suicide with 
gas in his home, 6130 Hasted street. 
On a table, with the ink scarcely dry, 
lay an essay, written by himself just 
before he turned on the gas. It was a 
pathetic embodiment of his philosophy 
of life and death. 

It was entitled ‘“‘The Statute of Lim- 
itations,’”” and read as follows: 

“Three score and ten—this is the 
scriptural statute of limitations. After 
that you owe no active duty, for you 
the strenuous life is over. You are ‘A 
time-expired man,’ to use iipiing’s mil- 
itary phrase; vou have served your time 
well.or less well, and you aré mustered 
out. 

Compulsions Cease. 

“You have becOme an honorary mem- 
ber of the republic. You are emanci- 
rated. Comp ulsions are not for ycu; for 
you the bugle call “has sounded ‘Lights 
out.’ 

“You pay t ie time-worn duty bills, if 
you choose, or decline to, /f you prefer, 
and without prejudice, for they are not 
legally collectible. 

“tf you ehrink at the thought of night 
and the jate home coming from the 
banquet, and the lights and the laugh- 
ter; if you dread to traverse the desert- 
ed streets; if you-fear te owaken those 
who are sleeping at home, I need only 
remind you that there is no need for 


1} you to tiptoe, for theirs is the sleep 


from which there is no awakening. 
Chimney Corner and Rest. 

“So you need only reply, ‘I shall be 
happy to join you in that everlasting 
sleep, for I am 70—three score and ten— 
and I am fit only for the chimney cor- 
ner, and my pipe and my book, and 
rest... And when you, in your ‘turn, 
shall reach pier No. 70, may you board 
your waiting ship in reconciled state, 
and lay your course toward the sinking 
sun. Good-night.” 

Bevans .began life as an attorney, 
and served as private secretiry to Su- 
preme Court Justice John J. Freeman 
of New York in 189, later becoming 
Clerk of the Appellate Court of that 
State. During the last few years he 
conducted a confectionery shop in Hal- 
sted street. His bank books, found 
after his death, shows deposits of $6000.

TRIAL IN TEAAS 


Judge Priest Says Oil Million- 
aire Still Has Recourse -to 
State Courts. 








HE FEARS PREJUDICE 





Says Texas Authorities Indicate 


Purpose to Convict 
“Whether or No.” 





Judge Henry S. Priest, attorney for H. 
Clay Pierce, St. Louis ofl millionaire, 
under indictment on a charge of false 
Swearing in Austin, Tex., said to a Post- 
Nispatch reporter Wednesday that Pierce 
would probably’ fight the efforts of the 
Texas authorities to take him to that 
State for trial “‘at this time.’’ 

The proceeding in the United States 
Court, which has just ended in a de- 
cision from the Supreme Court that 
Pierce must go to Texas for triel, is not 
a bar to proceedings of resistence by 
Pierce in other courts, Judge Priest 
says. 

The proceeding just closed was begun 
as an application by Pierce for his re- 
lease from the Texas sheriff, who then 
had him in charge. He applied to the 
Federal court for a writ of habeas cor- 


pus. : 
Can Appeal to State Courts, : 


The Federal court having denied his 
application, he is barred from applying 
again to that court, but he can apply to 
the State courts of Missouri or of any 
other State in which he happens to be 
when the Texas sheriff claims him. 

‘‘The personal inclination of Mr. Pierce 
and my own personal inclination would 
be for Mr. Pierce to go to Texas now,” 
said Judge Priest. “I am _ confident 
there is nothing in the charge against 
Mr. Pierce and that he would be speed- 
ily acquitted there. : 

“But friends of Mr. Pierce have an 
opinion that there is a disposition in 
Texas to convict him there, whether 
he is innocent or guilty, and these 
friends have an impression that they 
will have a way in Texas in which they 
can do it. 

“Mr. Pierce is perfectly willing to 
stand trial before an impartial tribunal, 
but he would naturally shrink from trial | 
in a community prejudiced and pre- 
determined to convict him, whether or 
no.’’ 

New Means of Delay. 

Pierce is now in the East. He is out 
on bond. Judge Priest is his bondsman 
in the sum of $40,000. It is possible that 
Pierce will return to St. Louis and sur- 
render himself to Chief of Police. Cree- 
cy, which will relieve his bondsman, 
and that then he will apply to the State 
‘Court for release under another writ of 
habeas corpus. 

Before this proceeding would run its 
course through the trial and supreme 
courts another year would probably 
pass.

LONDON, June 3—A rank outsider, 
Signorinetta, owned by Chevalier E. 
Ginistrelli, an Italian, and quoted in 
the beting at 100 to 1 against, today de- 
feated all the American, British and 
French cracks and captured the Derby, 
valued at 6500 sovereigns ($32,000), and 
the greatest prize of the turf world. 
The Italian horse simply cantered home 
from the hot favorites by two lengths. 
A neck only divided the second horse, 
the Duke of Portland’s Primer, and the 
third, Barclay Walker's Llangwm. The 
latter was ridden by Danny Maher, the 
American jockey. 

Mercutio led to the mile post, when 
August Belmont’s Norman III drew to 
the front. The American horse, how- 
ever, going down the hill, was over- 
haujJed by Mountain Apple, ridden by 
Lucien Lyne, the Kentucky jockey. 
Lyne held the lead, with Signorinetta, 
Primer and Liangwm in close attend- 
ance, until the quarter-mile home, when 
Signorinetia, the only filly in the race, 
came on with a rush and romped home 
the easiest of winners. Mountain Apple 
was fourth. 

Signorinetta is by Charleureux out of 
Signorina. 

Perfect Day for Derby. 

The race was run under a cloudless 
sky and with the track in splendid con- 
dition. 

The oldest Derby-goers say that never 
was there such a perfect day or such 
It is 
certain that never in recent years has 
so much enthusiasm been evinced. From 
early morning all the roads leading to 
the Downs had been crowded with ve- 
hicles. So thick were they that on the 
main thoroughfares motor cars and car- 
rlages had to move at a snail’s pace. 

Lured by the fact that at least half 
the horses were considered possible win- 
ners, the largest crowd that has been 
seen in many years assembled at the 
Downs. Special trains from the prov- 
inces brought thousands, and a hundred 
special trains left the various terminals 
in London crammed to suffocation. 

The procession by roads made its start 
during the night. Later the fashion- 
able racegoers came on in cDaches and 
motor cars. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra, 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, the 
Duke and Duchess and Connaught and 
other members of the royal family went 
down by train.

The numerous American contingent in- 
cluded Mr. and Mrs. William K. Vander- 
bilt, August Belmont and Mr. and Mrs.

‘man, the military attache, and Mrs. 
Cloman; Miss Phillips, Gen. Leonard 
Wood and Mrs. Wood, Col. George An- 
drews and Richard Croker. 

The Derby was made particularly in- 
teresting from the American point of 
view by the fact that for the first time 
in the history of,the race Norman III, 
an American colt, Kentucky-bred, owned 
by August Belmont of New York, by 
Octagon—Nineveh, was the _ favorite, 
while William K. Vanderbilt’s French- 
bred colt, Seasick II, by Elk—Saf Saf, 
also occupied a good position in the bet- 
ting. 

Although the Derby was won last year 
by Richard Croker’s Orby, this year 
Mr. Croker had no horse entered. His 
Rhodora was eligible, but was declared 
out, 

The Derby has been won in all three 
times by Americans—by Mr. Croker in 
1907, by Pierre Lorillard in 1881, with 
Iroquois, and by the late William C. 
Whitney, in 1901, with Voladyorski 
leased for the year from Lady Meux. 

It was a bitter disappointment to 
August Belmont and W. K. Vanderbilt, 
who backed their entries to the tune 
of $100,000. Belmont’s Norman III was 
considered to have a grand chance for 
victory, while Vanderbilt’s Sea Sick II, 
a winner in France, also was regarded 
a likely candidate.

DEFENDING A PRINCIPLE. 

A correspondent criticising the views of the 
Post-Dispatch on personal liberty and against pro- 
hibition and other narrow, intolerant Puritan 
movements asks why the Post-Dispatch defends 
the liquor business. This argument is character- 
istic of many advoc of prohibition and other 
measures which forbid men to do things innocent 
in themselves, because their abuse is vicious. 
They insist because one does not favor wide pro- 
hibitory laws which coffin and confine citizens 
at every point, such as laws prohibiting the marn- 
ufacture of beer, wine and whisky, forbidding 
Sunday amusements and cigarette smoking, he is 
therefore in favor of drunkenness, paganism and 
excesses of all kinds. They say personal liberty 
is evil if it leads some men to excesses and is of 
no consequence. 

The Post-Dispatch has nothing to do with thé” 
beer, wine or liquor business. It is defending a 
principle dear to every lover of freedom and to 
every supporter of true Democracy which contem- 
plates the free development of the highest quali- 
ties of manhood—strength, self-restraint, temper- 
ance, humanity, tolerance, and the limitation of 
government to the protection of the rights of all 
men to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness— 
equal rights to all men—all the rights of each 
consistent with equal rights to all. 

We contend that government transcends its 
just powers—the majority exceeds its proper 
function when it forbids things harmless in them- 
selves, because they are subject to abuse. For- 
bid the abuse, guard the weaklings, but do not 
make children of grown men, do not turn govern- 
ment into a nursery for the exercise of paternal 
guardianship over the conduct of citizens. 

The road to intolerance and paternalism is an 
easy road, and once taken the end cannot be fore- 
geen. The more men exercise the power to re- 
strain others the more they want to exercise it. 
The more men are restrained the weaker they 
become and the more restraint they need. 

But beycnd this prohibition is not effective. 
Put into effect in Missouri, it would substitute 
intemperate whisky drinking for temperate beer 
drinking. It would destroy the great beer and 
wine-producing industries of this State to con- 
tribute to the profits of the whisky distilleries of 
other states. Wise regulation is the rational, 
safe plan.

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HUMANITARIAN PROGRESS IN ST. LOUIS 

The buoyancy and energy of the St. Louis spirit 
is illustrated by the progress making along hu- 
manitarian lines. 

Mr. Barnard’s gift of $100,000 makes possible 
the immediate erection of the St. Louls Skin and 
Cancer Hospital, an institution founded in 1905, 
but which has awaited the munificence of the 
philanthropic for a suitable building. 

The Hospital Saturday and Sunday and the 
Charity Carnival may be counted upon as per- 
manent agencies for raising and distributing 
funds for such institutions. Both have been the 
centers of great popular and social interest and 
have proven most effective for collecting money 
from the citizens, who only need an opportunity 
of this nature to contribute to the public neces- 
sities. 

The old City Hospital, destroyed by the tor- 
nado of 1896, has been replaced by several new 
buildings designed in accordance with modern 
ideas and answering the requirements of the 
latest medical science. Still another building, or 
group of buildings, is projected, the construction 
of which will soon begin. These improvements, 
together with the additions and alterations in the 
Insane Asylum and other city institutions, make 
a record of humanitarian work within a period of, 
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be proud. 
At the bottom of such movements is always a 
widespread public interest. No work of a purely 
public, disinterested sort Hike the works of hu- 
manity can make rapid progress or go far unless 
it is impelled by a strong, energetic community 
spirit animating the vast majority of citizens. 
Devoted individuals can do much to educate the 
community, clarify ideag and excite interest. But 
it is difficult if not impossible to organize this 
interest into a public purpose without the vig- 
orous and always active support of the body of 
citizens. 
The hospital work in St. Louis bears unmistak- 
able signs of this origin. It is a civic work of the 
right kind; that is, it depends not solely or even 
in great desree upon private munificence, but 
upon the humane sentiment of the community 
itself. 
The decision of the United §

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ARE YOU CHANGING YOUR HAIR? 


Bleaching Is Becoming Fashionable, for Golden Locks Are the. 
Style, but You Must Do It Gradually and With the Aid 
of the Sun, Says This Post-Dispatch Expert. 
BY MARGARET HUBBARD AYER. 














HIS is the year for woman's hair. She ts giving her “crowning glory” 
more room and attention than it has had since the gorgeous days 
when Mme. Pompadour and other feather-headed ladies were erecting 

their locks into skyscraping coiffures. Women are spending time and money 
on their hair now, and art is called to the assistance of nature in extend- 
ing, blending and harmonizing the hirsute crop. 

Indeed, artificially colored hair 1s all the go—natural tresses must be 
made to match the curls and puffs that come from the hair shops—and be- 
fore many weeks pass over the head of feminine St. Louis you need not be 
surprised to see it changing its fluffy hues, until all are thatched alike, 
and a hatless tiles of them will look ike a Kansas wheatfield gold- 
ening in the sunlight. 

And the sun is in on the game, too. It is expected to do its share in 
bringing about this glorious result, and if it doesn’t—why it will get the 
blame—or credit—anyhow. 

No woman likes to be accused of dyeing or bleaching her hair. But now 
she has found an excuse for its changing color. 


“Isn't your hair getting lighter?” 4 ; 

“Is it? Why, I don’t think so. Well, perhaps it is. You see, I've been 
out in the sun so much, going without a hat. Probably the sun has bleached 
it. *? 
That's the way they’re doing already. Blaming it on the sun, if their 
hair varies in color and is growing lighter. Though some of us know that 
it is probably peroxide, potash or henna or a chemical that is changing 
her ladyship's hair to a more fashionable color. 

Sit in the Sun, With Hair Flying. 

Ie is the fad*now to sit around with loosened hair on roof tops, or in the 
garden. And no one would think of blaming a woman for.-trying to ventilate 
her hair or sun it, as it is known to be the healthiest thing for her crown of 
glory. 

Mouse-colored hair never was fashionable, and now it’s quite impossible. 
If your hair is brown or drab it must have glints of red or a flash of sunlight 
in it, and the summer months are used to procure these precious gleams slowly 
and by degrees so that nobody notices the transition. 

In the autumn the sun is blamed for the change. Of course the sun works 
wonders, and the majestic orb is so superior that it deesn’t matter what one 
lays at its door. 

Hairdressers—visiting hairdressers, particularly—are laying in a stock of 
different chemical and vegetable dyes which they expect to use all summer 
long on their various patients changing the color of the hair so imperceptibly 
and yet so steadily that it will be easy enough for the owner of the lighter 
hair to lay the change in appearance to the scorching sun or the effect of salt 
water and sea air and out-of-door life. 

A scalp specialist who treats the hair under the direction of a doctor makes 
@ specialty of changing the color of the hair so gradually that husbands, moth- 
ers, sisters and brothers are deceived, and lay the change of coloring to na- 
.ture rather than to art. 

This woman was explaining her process to me the other day. 

“Of course,”’ she said, “I never change the color of the hair until I have 
cured the scalp of any diseases and strengthened the growth of the hair in 
general. In almost all cases it’s a pity to change the color of the hair, except 
by simple things like camomile or sage tea or a little bit of henna tea, which 
really is not harmful at all; but peroxide and permanganated potash ruin the 
hair in the end unless great care is taken. 

How the Bleaching Is Slowly Accomplished. 

' “So I use the harmiess methbds at first and combine them with lots of 
sunlight, which always lightens the hair a little anyhow. After I have treated 
my patients I expect them to sit in the sun as much as possible with loosened 
hair drawn through the crown of the hats and spread out over the rim to catch 
all the sun possible. 

“The different teas and solutions which I have applied take their effect 
while exposed to the sun, and the women who want to have lighter hair are 
advertising the fact that the sun is making the transformation ‘when tney sit 

~ in a sunny garden with crownless hats, their hair flying over the edges. 

“The brim of the hat, of course, protects the lady’s face, which needs no 
tanning, and which already is protected by a good strong coating of face 

* cream. 

‘I’ve seen several heads of hair lightened in this very gradual way and cer- 
tainly would not have suspected that anything but the sun had helped to en- 
hance the coloring. After all, we have a perfect rigif® to use the sunlight for 
beautifying purposes, since we have such a hard fight to kecp our complexion 
safe from its burning glance. If the sun can do some good, let’s make the 
very best of it and help him alcng all we can.” 

One thing you will notice—that hair that has really been bleached by the 
sun—children's hair—is usually streaky and always oily at the roots from nat- 
ural perspiration. Hair that has been touched up is always dry and looks brit- 
tle, and no amount of perspiration seems to affect it or to give it the gloss neces- 
gary to real beauty. n 

In changing the color of the hair slowly the instant the hair looks brittle 
er dry take vaseline and rub it thoroughly and thickly into the scalp. Then get 
@ soft brush and brush the hair until you've oiled every particle of it. This 
treatment is particularly necessary where peroxide is used at all and also with 


permanganate of potash. 
Compounding the Bleaching Teas. . 

The simpleut and least harmful way of lightening the hair is by using one 
ef the teas mentioned above, either camomile, henna or sage, and sitting in the 
gun as much as possible after it has been applied. 

Never apply any kind of tea to the hair unless you have just washed and 
@ried it. The presence of oil in the heir protects the hair from the effect of the 
tea. All three teas have a healthful effect on the scalp. Henna itself is not 
harmful at all, but is usually used with peroxide and is then likely to injure 
the hair aftay many applications. Sage tea is useful with mouse-colored locks 
that are neither light nor dark, but simply nondescript and dull-looking. 

Where hatr is getting much too light, either from the effects of the sun or 
from the peroxide bottle, permanganated potash is used to restore it to a darker 
or more drab shade. A solution of 3% grains to an ounce of water applied careful- 
ly with a brush to just that part of the hair which is much too light will make it 
@ light brown, and by increasing the amount of permanganate and increasing 
the water, a lighter tint can be obtained. This should be washed over with a solu- 
tion of hypo-sulphate of soda, 2 grains to the ounce, until the desired tint Is 
ebtained. Then the hafr should be thoroughly rinsed out in plain water. This 
fs ordinarily called “restoring bleached hair,” and experts apply these two solu- 
‘tions so skillfully that they can restore brilliant peroxide hatr to its original 
Grab shade in two or three treatments. 

Where a reddjgh tinge is desired, after the hair is 
Gried, a tea is tgade of henna or of the big camomile flowers. The hair should 
‘Teally be soaked \1 it for a few minutes, particularly the roots. Then sit in the 
brilliant sunlight as long as you can stand it; keep wetting the hair; that is, the 
roots, with the camomile tea, which should be the color of Ceylon tea. or henna. 
This can be repeated during the summer whenever the hair is washed or after 
salt water bathing, if the hair has gotten wet, unti] the hair has attained the

WORSE THAN ANY MAN 





Their Ferocity, Not Satisfied 
by Murder, Vented on 
Their Children.

MILAN, May 2. 
HE crimes of Mrs. Gunness, who 
was born in Norway 4 years ago 
and arrived in America at an 
early age, correspond, in the weaker sex, 
with the atrocity of the crimes of H. 
H. Holmes, in the masculine, tn the mul- 
tiplicity of the victims, 15 to %;.in the 
variety and singularity of the modes of 
killing; in the skill, energy and extraor- 
dinary secrecy with which Bsc murders 
were surrounded. 

In the case of Holmes, one of the prin- 
cipal motives was the assurance of 
means of livelihood and income, and the 
inducement was the offer of employ- 
ment, always by advertisement. In the 
case of Mrs. Gunness there was the fact 
that the murder of the husbands was 
profitable, but in the case of the others, 
the real trap was the matrimonia] adver- 
tisement of a woman which was sure to 
awaken the curiosity and desire of the 
idle and the blase, who are always in 
search of new emotion. 

Deaths of Her Husbands. 

Both the husbands of Mrs. Gunness 
died under circumstances which gave 
rise to suspicion that they came to vio- 
lent deaths. The first was insured for 
about 50,000 francs ($10,000), the second for 
20,000 francs ($4000), and the companies 
paid these amounts. One of the hus- 
bands died by poison and the other from 
a fractureu skull. in both chses the 
death was declared accidental, and Mrs. 
Gunness was not arrested. 

The woman was of remarkable energy 
—a quality much admired ty Americans 
in a woman—and had money, which 
made the matrimonial project of more 
importance than is usual with matri- 
tnonial preposals in newspapers. 

To complete the allurement, there was 
the addition of beauty, because Mrs. 
Gunness substituted her handsome 
young step-daughter or housemaid for 
herself. False impersonation was espe- 
cially resorted to for purposes of safety

Children Latent Criminals, 
What terrible criminals children would 


be if they had great passions, strength 
and intelligence, and if their tendencies 
to evil were accentuated, besides, by 
morbid excitement. Now Women are 
grown-up children; their tendencies to 
evil are more numerous and more varied 
than in men, only they remain latent. 
But when they are stirred and awak- 
ened, their result is naturally much 


greater. . 

Further, the feminine-born criminal is 

a twofold exception; as criminal and as 
a woman, because men criminals are an 
exception in society and women crimi- 
nals are an exception among criminals 
themselves; because natural ret 
sion of the woman is false love and not 
crime, the primitive being unchaste 
rather than a criminal. 

She must, therefore, ds a twofold ex- 
ception, be more monstrous. We have 
seen how numerous are the causes that 
keep a woman chaste—maternity, pity, 
weakness, etc. Now, if, notwithstanding 
so many obstacles, a woman commits 
crimes, it is a sign that her wickedness 
is enormous, because she has suc- 
ceeded in overcoming all those obstacles.

It is not an unusual thing in crimin- 
ology to find great ferocity and great 
dissimulation in women.

Epilepsy Is lIadicated, 

The enormity of the crimes, the ex- 
aggeration of energy which must be as- 
sumed to be in her, the extraordinary 
type of face, convince me that there 
must have been in her a strong inclina- 
tion to hysteria and epilepsy, as there 
cannot be any great feminine crimes 
apart from these characteristics. 

Different in detail, but not in ferocity, 
were the terrible crimes of the woman 
Weber: her own children and those of 
her friends, her neighbors and even of 
strangers, were strangled without any 
reason whatever, in such a manner that 
the criminal hand could not be recog- 
nized at all, or very slightly.
